PERSONAL AND GENERAL. 


THE Boston (Mass) rubber shoe fac- 
tory has resumed work after two months’ 
idleness on account of the high pride of 
rubber. It employs 2,000 hands. 

A FIRE which originated in a lumber 
yard at Union City, Ind., on the 4th, sup- 
posed to have been ignited by a spark from 
a passing locomotive, destroyed a territory 
of several acres, including a number of 
business houses and residences, occasion- 
ing a ioss of fully $200,000. 

Fritz ANDREs, cotton merchants, 
Liverpool, Eng., Manchester, Alexandria 
and other cities, has failed, with liabilities 
of £150,000. 

THERE was an explosion of gas inthe 
Torrence shaft of the Lehigh (Pa.) Coal 
Company on the 4th, while a number of 
men were working in the shaft, and Ed 
Rinker and Henry Baker were almost 
roasted alive. . 

ONE of the most extensive machine 
shops in Northwestern Pennsylvania, be- 
longing to Foster & McKay, manufactur- 
ers of boilers and engines, Titusville, has 
been closed by the Sheriff, the liabilities 
being estimated at from $200,000 to $250,000. 

FivE Socialists were sentenced at 
Hamburg, Germany, the other day, to im- 
prisonment from one to three months for 
circulating pamphlets slandering  Bis- 
marck. 

At Terre Haute, Ind., some sacrile- 
gious thieves tore the corner-stone out of a 
colored church the other night and stole 
the coins deposited therein. 

THERE was a terrific rain and _ hail 
storm, accompanied by thunder and light- 
ning, throughout the Scranton, Pa., section 
onthe 4th, and an immense amount of prop- 
erty was damaged. The Wyoming House 
and other large buildings and factories 
were struck by lightning and telegraph 
wires were prostrated. 

THE bakers’ strike in Vienna, Aus- 
tria, has resulted in riots and street barri- 
cades. 

THE Massachusetts Supreme Court 
has refused to admit to bail Charles I. Free- 
man, the religious fanatic who killed his 
child at Pocassett in 1879.

Many of the paper bills and shinplasters 
are so faded, torn, and dirty that the 
wildest stretch of fancy is required to

Williams, authoref the ‘History cf the 
Negro Race in America, " and Prof. Bich- 
ard T. Greener. The Convention is to be 
ucld in September cextat Washington. —

gare ior every other Siate. By this plan of 
apportieument the Convention world con- 
sist of nearly 300 members.
